COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the Notice of Allowance and statement of 
Reasons for Allowance mailed on November 4, 2004, and the Corrected Notice of 
Allowance and statement of Reasons for Allowance mailed on November 26, 2004. 
Without withdrawing allowed claims 1-8, 10-15, and 17-24 from issue, Applicants submit 
these comments. 

As an initial matter, Applicants note that even though independent claims 1 and 
10 have been deemed by the Examiner to be patentable over the cited prior art, 
dependent claims 9 and 16, which necessarily contain all of the limitations of the base 
claims from which they depend, have been cancelled because they allegedly are drawn 
to another embodiment of the claimed invention. While the Applicants do not 
necessarily agree with the Examiner's assertions and conclusions, they nevertheless 
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submit the required fees and allow the application to proceed to issue, in order to 
expedite prosecution of this case. 

In addition, the Examiner made characterizations and assertions about the 
claims and the related prior art in the statement of Reasons for Allowance. Although 
Applicants agree with the Examiner's ultimate conclusions that the claims are 
patentable, Applicants do not necessarily agree with the Examiner's statement and the 
characterizations and assertions contained in that statement.
